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PREVALENCE  OF.  AND  CONTROL  OVER. 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


No  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  occurred  throughout 
the  year.  In  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  notifications  received  in  respect  of 
Scarlet  Fever — by  sixteen  cases,  and  Measles — by  seventy 
cases.  There  was  an  increase  of  nine  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough  notified. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified  since  1948. 
and  no  deaths  have  occurred  as  a result  of  this  disease  since 
1945. 

Nine  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Where  suitable  isolation  and  nursing  facilities  have 
existed,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  home  nursing  of 
Scarlet  Fever  cases.  In  general,  this  system  has  functioned 
satisfactorily.

The  tuberculosis  notification  system  worked  effectively 
and  no  compulsion  was  necessitated  in  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  any  tuberculous  person. 

No  evidence  has  been  forthcoming  of  persons  suffering 
from  active  tuberculosis  carrying  on  employment  in  the  milk 
production  or  distribution  trades. 

Disinfection  was  arranged  where  necessary. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  were  dealt 
with  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Manchester.  This 
service  also  applied  lo  private  practitioners. 

Swabs  and  other  material  were  obtained  from  the 
laboratory  concerned  and  from  this  Department. 

Thirty-three  specimens  have  been  examined  under  this 
scheme.

Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Ashton.  Staly- 
bridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Water  Board,  with  the  exception 
of  two  Council  houses  on  the  Denton/Audenshaw  Boundary 
and  two  lodge  houses  at  the  Manchester  Water  Undertakings 
reservoirs. 

No  complaints  as  to  the  quality  of  the  water  supply  have 
been  received  during  the  year,  but  one  complaint  was  received 
concerning  poor  supply.  This  matter  was  referred  to  and  duly 
dealt  with  by  the  Joint  Water  Board. 

All  the  water  supplied  to  the  district  was  subject  to 
gravity  and  pressure  filtration  and  subsequent  sterilisation. 

I he  results  of  routine  samples  taken  by  the  Joint  Water

Apart  from  few  houses,  all  properties  are  connected  to 
the  sewers.  Sewage  from  the  Fairfield  Area  of  the  district  is 
disposed  of  by  arrangement  with  Manchester  C.B.C..  and  the 
remainder  of  the  district  is  treated  by  the  Stalybridge  and 
Dukinfield  Joint  Sewage  Board. 

Closet  Accommodation 

The  closet  accommodation  existing  within  the  district  at 
the  31st  December.  1654.  may  be  categorised  as  under:

The  majority  of  the  pail  closets  existing  within  the 
district  are  situated  where  access  to  the  sewer  is  difficult. 

Emptying  of  the  pail  closets  is  undertaken  by  this 
Department,  a weekly  collection  being  made. 

Twelve  waste-water  closets  were  voluntarily  converted 
by  owners  during  the  year,  all  conversion  works  being  com- 
pleted to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department’s  Inspectors  and 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Building 
Bye-laws. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Scavenging 

The  main  and  county  roads  in  the  district  were  swept 
twice  per  week,  except  during  periods  of  adverse  weather 
conditions,  by  a mechanical  sweeper  hired  from  Denton 
U.D.C.  Two  street  orderlies  were  employed  on  a full-time 
basis  to  deal  with  minor  roads  and  streets,  etc. 

The  cleansing  of  the  street  gullies  was  carried  out  by 
the  Surveyor’s  Department. 

Refuse  Collection 

There  are  approximately  4,400  movable  dustbins  within 
the  area,  and  it  was  the  aim.  of  the  Department  to  provide  a 
seven-day  collection.  This  service  could  not  always  be  pro- 
vided owing  to  sickness  of  workmen  and  holidays. 

Collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  by  two  refuse  collec- 
tion teams,  each  consisting  of  one  driver  and  five  men. 
operating  with  a Karrier  Bantam  refuse  collector  and  an 
“N”  Type  S.  & D.  freighter. 

A third  vehicle,  a 27  h.p.  Bedford  refuse  collector,  was 
held  in  reserve  and  used  in  the  event  of  a mechanical  break- 
down.

Twenty  dustbins  were  supplied  in  default  of  owners,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  75  of  the  Public 
Health  Act.  1936.  The  costs  were  recoverable. 

Rifusf  Disposal 

All  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  controlled  tipping  methods  at 
the  Council’s  tip.  which  is  situated  at  Shepley  Road. 

Tipping  facilities  at  Shepley  Road  tip  will  last  for  a 
period  of  approximately  twelve  months,  from  1st  January. 

1955. 

By  making  a new  access  road  in  to  the  tip  from  Cemetery 
Road,  and  tilling  in  part  of  the  existing  tip  road,  the  life  of 
the  tip  could  be  extended  a further  six  months. 


Two  tip  attendants  are  employed  on  the  disposal  of 
refuse  and  collecting  and  sorting  of  metals  for  salvage. 

The  tip  was  sprayed  as  a precaution  against  insect  pests 
on  two  occasions  during  the  year.  Treatments  were  given  to 
the  tip  in  respect  of  rodent  control. 


Salvage 

The  salvaging  of  waste  paper,  textiles  and  metals  forms 
a very  important  part  of  a Local  Authority’s  Cleansing 
Department.  One  full-time  paper  baler  is  employed  at  Lord 
Street  yard,  where  paper  is  baled  by  means  of  a hand-press. 
The  purchase  of  a second  paper  salvage  trailer  during  the 
year  has  greatly  improved  the  collection  of  salvage. 

The  weights  and  income  from  the  various  materials 
salvaged  during  the  period  1st  January,  1954,  to  31st 
December.  1954,  are  listed  below.  Comparable  figures  are 
given  for  1953.

Snow  Clearance 

Snow  clearance  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Health 
Department  and  is  effected  by  means  of  a rota  scheme  which 
embraces  the  workmen  of  the  Cemetery  and  Parks  Depart- 
ment. Surveyor’s  Department  and  Health  Department.  This 
ensures  that  an  after-duty  emergency  system  is  operated,  and 
provides  for  one  driver  and  three  workmen  to  be  on  call  in 
cases  of  snowfall  after  normal  duty  hours. 

Two  trailer  gritting  machines  are  available  for  this  work 
and  in  the  event  of  emergency  the  whole  of  the  Health 
Department.  Surveyor's  Department  and  Cemetery  and  Parks 
Department  workmen  would  be  directed  to  the  work. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department  and  the 
Cemetery  and  Parks  Department  in  this  matter  is  greatly 
appreciated.

Smoki  Abatement 

Nine  half-hourly  observations  were  taken  during  the  year 
of  factory  chimneys.  Visits  were  made  to  industrial  premises 
for  the  purpose  of  the  abatement  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

The  joint  investigation  scheme  into  atmospheric  pollution 
continued  throughout  the  year,  a lead  peroxide  apparatus 
being  maintained  in  the  grounds  of  Ryecroft  Hall.  The  results 
obtained  arc  given  below  in  milligrams  of  sulphur  dioxide 
per  100  square  centimetres  of  exposed  surface  per  day.  (For 
comparison  purposes,  other  figures  are  shown  indicating 
maximum  and  minimum  amounts  of  sulphur  dioxide  present 
in  the  constituent  area  as  a whole).

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS 


Nine  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  insect  pests 
of  the  commoner  type,  and  occupiers  responded  well  to  the 
advice  and  suggestions  given  by  the  Department.  Insecticides 
and  disinfectants  were  available  to  members  of  the  public  at 
cost  price,  plus  a 5 per  cent  establishment  charge. 

There  were  a few  instances  where  the  financial  circum- 
stances did  not  permit  the  purchase  of  these  materials,  and  in 
these  cases  the  materials  were  provided  free  of  charge  in  small 
but  adequate  quantities  to  enable  disinfestation  and  disinfec- 
tion to  be  carried  out.

One  full-time  Rodent  Operative  is  employed  by  the 
Department,  and  work  in  this  connection  has  continued 
steadily  throughout  the  year.  A large  proportion  of  the 
Rodent  Operative’s  time  was  taken  up  on  investigation  and 
inspection.  All  premises  were  treated  in  accordance  with  the 
methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  Rodent  Control  Division.

There  are  four  primary  schools,  one  secondary  modern 
school  and  one  grammar  school  within  the  district.  All  the 
schoolyards  are  well  paved,  mains  water  supply  is  provided 
and  there  is  a sufficient  number  of  wash  basins  at  each  of 
the  schools 

The  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory  with  the 
exception  of  two  of  the  primary  schools.  These  schools  are 
provided  with  trough  closets  which,  in  my  opinion,  are 
insanitary  and  obsolete.  The  County  Education  Committee 
intend  to  convert  the  trough  closets  at  one  of  the  schools,  and 
this  Department  intends  to  make  an  effort  to  bring  about  the 
replacement  of  the  trough  closets  at  the  remaining  school. 

Factories 

There  are  90  factories  within  the  district.  89  with 
mechanical  power  and  one  without  mechanical  power.  The 
Department  is  responsible  for  the  standard  and  sufficiency  of 
the  sanitary  accommodation  at  all  factories.  The  provisions 
relating  to  sanitary  accommodation  in  factories  is  laid  down 
in  the  Sanitary  Accommodation  Regulations.  1938.  In  fac- 
tories without  mechanical  power,  the  Department  is  respon- 
sible for  the  conditions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors.

Meat  Inspection 

Up  to  and  including  July  of  the  year  under  review, 
slaughtering  for  the  District  was  carried  out  at  Stockport 
No.  2 slaughterhouse.  This  slaughterhouse  operated  on  a 
regional  basis,  and  catered  for  the  following  districts: — 

Audenshaw.  Bredbury  and  Romiley.  Denton.  Hyde 
Borough  and  Marple. 
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The  meat  inspection  service  worked  on  a rota  system  by 
the  Inspectorate  concerned,  but  with  the  decontrol  of  meat  in 
July  this  arrangement  ceased. 

Meat  traders  in  Audenshaw  were  approached  by  this 
Department  concerning  slaughtering  facilities,  to  ensure  that 
Audenshaw  would  have  a continued  meat  supply.  The 
unanimous  decision  of  the  thirteen  meat  traders  in  the  district 
was  to  buy  meat  off  the  hook  at  the  Manchester  Meat  Market, 
and  therefore  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  license  either  of 
the  two  small  slaughterhouses  which  existed  prior  to  the 
control  of  meat  supplies.
